Shipwrecked Crow of an American 
Vessel Return Home After Suffer 
iug Great Hardships. 



Riots in China Are Becoming- Less 
Frequent— Peace is Gradually 
Ueing Restored. 



The Canadian Pacific steamship Empress 
of Japan dropped anchor off Victoria harbor 
ut 5:35 p.m. yesterduy, discharged her four 
bags of mail matter, one white and 110 
Chinese passengers for this port, and passe 
on to Vancouver. 

Hot trip was not a particularly fast or an 
unusually eventful one, and the number of 
first class passengers was hardly up to the 
general average. The lis;., among others, 
contained the names of Major Hanney, 
Lieut. II. C. Carr, R.N.R.J Lieut. George 
Rogers, Lieut, and Mrs. P. H. England, 
.J. M. Beattie. Dr. H. H. Campbell, Rev. 
W. V. Shaw, wife and children; li. Guerto, 
H. C. L'iggott, H. Birkett, Rev. F. E. 
Frcese and friend, Rev. J. li. Small, Col. 
Adams, W. F. and F. W. Richardson, Ceo. 
Hatpin, wife and aunt; Clapt. Gamble, Miss 
Coddick, II. Schwing, P. Lovell, V. Robert- 
sou, L. und A. Cowan, L. \V. Hindmareh, 
The Misses Noll, and W. 11. Harrington. 

There wero also eight second saloon, 13 
European steerage, and lbT> Chinese, 1 10 for 
Victoria. The cargo comprises 'i.'JUli tons 
measurement or 1,131 J tons weight, and in 
the freight the eagerly sought and hard to 
Incite trunk hrlougiug to Miss Emms 
I'hursby fouiul a resting place. It was left 
on tlio wharf when the Empress oil id out 
ward, in company with a varied assortment 
of Chinese baggage, witli which it was 
bundled on board the tender, and afterwards 
transferred to the ocean steamship. No 
time H ill bu lost in restoring it to its right- 
ful owner. 

From Kobe, the Empress brought as pas- 
sengers, the captain and crew of the four 
masted schooner Kitsap, which struck and 
went down in a gale oil' Borodino, 
island on the Gth of September. Of the 
wreck, the captain, Henry Tibbets, gives 
t lie following uocount: " We sailed from 
Port Townsend on duly 4th, with a lumber 
cargo of a million feet for SHanghae. Tho 
schooner was about ten years old, of 755 
register, und owned by Hope k Talbot of 
San Francisco, the owners of the Dare. 
Our crew numbered eleven men, all told. 
We had rough weather the better part of 
the run, and it was a dirty, thick night, 
when nothing could be seen ten feet away, 
that we came to grief. Borodino Island is 
a little uninhabited, barrcu^piace of rooky 
land, four miles long by ahout two wide, 
lying in latitude 25' 55' north, longitude 
KIT 1 1 ' west. .We struck during the night, 
and hud barely time to get a lew necessaries, 
a little food, ami about 120 gallons of water 
in an IN foot boot, when the schooner broke 
in three, anil floated away. We made a 
landing with difficulty on the rocks, and 
remained there for '27 days, on short rations, 
wailing for the gale to die. Water grew 
alarmingly short, ami there wasn't a drop 
on the island, and tins forced us to move. 
We decide 1 to try for the Loo Choo 
islands, 180 miles away, on the Chinese 
coast, und arrived there almost exhausted, 
in six days, the wa'er having given out 
three days before. After recovering from 
the effects of the rough trip, we ntado our 
way Iroin Loo I'hoo, to Kobe, arriving there 
on October It h, and there catching the 
Japa n. "' 

Not one life was lost in the wreck, and 
the shipwrecked nues expect to meet their 
friends in Port Townsend to-day; they left 
by the City of Kingston last evening. Mong 
Kow was one of the gladd. st of men on the 
arrival of the liner, his mother, Mrs. Lee, 
arriving by the Empress to pay him u visit. 

NEWS SCSI .MAR V. 

The following clippings are made from 
the Japanese and Chinese papers, of which 
the latest date to hand is Oct. 21st : 

" We Intd a huge lire in Hankow List Sat- 
urday ovening, which burned 1,300 houses, 
it nil left ten times us many people homeless. 
It is believed there was considerable loss of 
life through women and children being 
trampled down and afterwurds burned. 
The authorities have issued a motherly 
proclamation exhorting the people to be 
more careful in the way they handle lire, 
but in spite of this there was another last 
night, in Hanyang, when 200 more houses 
were burned. Everything is so dry, und 
the Chinese are so reckless in their use of 
kerosene and in their smoking and joss pid- 
gin arrangements, that the real wonder is 
not linw houses get burned, but how they 
escape. — N. C. Daily News." 

"A considerable amount of speculation lias 
been indulged inns to howitooeuriod thatthe 
C. P. steamer Empress of Ch na had to put 
into H.ikoda e for coal on her voyage lrom 
Vancouver. We learn that the explanation 
is that she wits supplied witli a new descrip- 
tion of coal by her agents at Vancouver and 
that although she took on board what was 
believed to he sufficient for four or live ex- 
tra days steaming, her consumption of the 
new fuel, in the very bad weather she expe- 
rienced, amounted to some 200 tons a day 
instead of 135 tons, her usual allowance for 
111 knots. Her coal, we understand, was 
not exhausted when she reached Hakodate 

and might have carried her on to Yoko- 
hama, but her captain thought it wiser to 
be on the .safe side. — Japan Advertiser." 

The triul of C. H. A. W. Mason, for il- 
legal possession of a quantity of dynamite, 
wus continued in II. II. M. police court at 
Shanghai, on the Gth, 7th and 8th instant, 
and was not then concluded. On Sunday, 
the -llh, Mason succeeded in escaping from 
the English jail, but was re-arrested by two 
European policemen before he had got far 
away, The X, C. Daily News understands 
that after his arrest he was found to be in 
possession of S700 in Hongkong bank notes. 
As ho was out of custody for only a very 
few minutes, und could hardly have oh 
tnined ibe m.iiiey in that time, there is no 
doubt that, he had it when he was remanded 
in custody on the 29th lilt,, and that it re- 
mained in his possession during his stay at 
the jail. It is the rule in English jails to 
.search on entry all piboners, whether on 
remand or under sentence ; but this prac- 
tice does not seem to lie adopted at the 
Shanghai prison in question. It appears 



there are only two foreigners employed in 
the j ail, and one of these is often away on 
duty elsewhere. 

" When tho lust mail left Shanghai, on 
the 10th instant, everything was reported 
quiet there and at the river ports. It had 
been announced that the instigators of the 
outbreak at Ichang were on their way to 
Chungking, and us the foreigners there are 
too scattered about to combine quickly for 
mutual defence, it was Imped that tho auth- 
orities, being warned, would take measures 
to frustrate the designs of the rioters. At 
Ichang the magistrate still retained a guard 
of soldiers round his yamen. H M. char- 
tered steamer Ella was anchored there, und 
Sir Robert Hart's cruiser Lingfeng was 
hourly expected. The Vling, which was 
ashore above Hankow for several moths, has 
been flouted off the spit on which sho had 
grounded. At Nanking, on the 2nd inst. , 
it was rumored that the Viceroy had been 
ordered to Peking, but what the business 
wis, was not stated. Some of tho Mi melius 
brought up from Chinkiang were to he exe- 
cuted. All was quiet, outwardly ut 
Nanking. On the 3rd a collision 
occurred in tho Whangpoo between the 
S. S. Ltensheng und a small mandarin 
steamer. The former was coming up the 
river and the latter was on her way to 
Hankow, but crossing the Liensheng's bows 
collided with that steamer and sank. The 
Lieusheng was going full speed astern at 
the time the accident happened, and then 
ran ashore. Boats were lowered, and fifteen 
men from the sinking boat were picked up, 
but, unfortunately, six persons were 
drowned. Mr. J. Fournel, of the firm of 
Schonhard & Co., has been arrested, and is 
now imprisoned awaiting trial on a charge 
connected with the recently discovered de- 
ficiency in the accounts of the Compunie du 
Gil'/, de la Concession Fntncaiso, of which 
Schonhard & Co. were tho secretaries. — 
.Japan Advertiser, Oct. 21st."

MONTREAL, Nov. 2. — A cablegram has 
been received here, announcing the death 
of David Davidson, formerly well known in 
Canadian business uircles. Deceased came 
to Canada in 1813, and was manager of the 
Bank of British North America until 1853, 
when he became general manager of the 
Bank of Montreal, which position he held 
for ten years. 

No Counsel. 

Qo KB EC, Nov, 2. — It appears as if there 
is to be no argument of counsel before the 
Royal Commission, the counsel for the 
prosecution having a neatly drawn up fac- 
tum which has been printed in Montreal, 
and was brought down by last night's train. 

Northwest Local Elections. 

Rkiiina, Nov. 2.— The nominations for 
the Northwest Assembly elections were 
held, on Saturday, throughout the Terri- 
tories. In Calgary, Moosotnin, MacLeod, 
Lethbridge and Edmonton districts the can- 
didates were elected by acclamation. 

\orlliern Missions. 

Toronto, Nov. 2. — The Venerable Arch- 
deacon Reeve, who is to he consecrated in 
Winnipeg as missionary bishop of Macken- 
zie River, preached in Holy Trinity Church, 
yest-rday morning, and in the evening in 
St. James' Cathedral. He appealed for as- 
sistance in BUppoit of the missions to the 
benighted Indians and Esquimaux in the far 
north. 

Attorney-General RObliloni Itotlgus. 

Quebec, Nov 2. — It is asserted that, 
owing to poor health, Hon Mr. Robidoux, 
Provincial Attorney-General, has decided 
to retire from public life, and has handed in 
bis resignation to Premier .Mercer. Ii s 
will take a trip, cither to Europe or to 
Florida.

established there next year.

SANTIAGO, Chili, Nov. 2. —The political 
atmosphere remains about the same. There 
is no change in the strained diplomatic rela- 
tions between the United States and Chili. 
The Junta contends that the police of Val- 
paraiso were in no way to blame for taking 
the sailors off the Baltimore into custody 
nor for their subsequent treatment. The 
members of the American colony are on the 
qui vive for some sort of an ultimatum from 
the United States to the Junta. In ollicial 
circles it is evident that some such step is 
expected, and there is consequently great ex- 
citement in that and other circles. The Chil- 
ians believe that if they become involved in 
trouble with the United States they will 
easily obtain the aid of England. Indeed, 
they are discussing I lie possibilities of an 
alliance with England should hostilities re- 
sult from the existing state of affairs be- 
tween them and the United States. The 
U S. legation has again been placed under 
police espionage. The reason for it is not 
known, but the police are keeping us strict 
a watch over it as they did when the ques- 
tion of the legation's right to afford an asy- 
lum to political refugees was under d'sciiB- 
sion. The only reason that can be given 
for this action is that the Chilian officials 
are desirous of getting fully posted with re- 
gard to persons leaving or visiting the lega- 
tion. The members of the legation 
are very much annoyed by this 
last move. It is learned that 
the police have even received orders to 
make arrests of persons leaving the legation 
under certain circumstances, Last night 
two ladies who had been visiting Minister 
Egan were accosted by the police on leav- 
ing and closely questioned. Their answers 
were apparently satisfactory, for they were 
allowed to go on their way. Tho friends of 
the ladies denounce the action of the police- 
men as outrageous. The same night the 
police attempted to stop a carriage that was 
going by the American legation. They 
called upon the driver to Btop, hut he paid 
no heed to them. Among the Americans 
here the greatest apprehension exists, and 
the feeling is anything but secure so far as 
they are concerned. 

Valparaiso, Chili, via. Galveston, Texas, 
Nov. 1. — Senor Arlegui, the intendento of 
this city, gives Captain Schley, of tho 
Baltimore, his positive assurance that the 
olliccrs and sailors of the U.S. warship 
will be it Horded all possible protection in 
case they should come ashore. At the same 
time, in view of the present state of uil'airs, 
lie will not offer advice in regard to the ad- 
visability of permitting any of the Balti- 
more's crew to land. While Arlegui will 
not commit himself by an expression of 
opinion on the subject, it seems clear that 
ho deems it best that no such attempt 
should be made for the present. The in- 
temleiite asked American Consul McCreery 
to request Captain Schley to furnish Judge 
Poster, who is conducting a secret 
inquiry into the outrage, with a 
copy of any testimony obtained 
by him so that it may be used by the court. 
The correspondent of the N. V. Herald is 
ol the opinion that the authorities wish to 
proceed in good faith. The most respect- 
able people, native as well us foreign, 
deeply regret the Baltimore affair. Prom- 
inent Chilians so far interviewed, do not 
care to express an opinion, but the general 
idea among the foreign residents is that 
reparation ought to he made to Chili, Con- 
tinuing, the correspondent says : "The 
stories sent out from this city and Santiago 
to the effect that excitement generally pre- 
vails here over a prospect, of war with the 
United Slates are not true. Persons here 
wdiose opinions have any weight are 
not expecting an}' serious outcome of 
the affair. ■ I have not heard any 
of them express the belief that England's 
aid could be counted on by Chili in case of 
conilict; such an idea lias not been generally 
entertained for a moment, as fur as 1 have 
been able to find. Mr. Egan has been act- 
ing throughout all this trouble on his in- 
structions from the Slate department. To 
sum up the present situation, I do not think 
that there is any cause for alarm. I have 
been all through those sections of the coun- 
try, and have heard many prominent men 
say that the present time, when the govern- 
ment here is still unestahlished, and the 
affairs of the country are unsettled, this 
question should remain at a standstill for a 
short time, so as to allow due consideration. 

Washington, Nov. 2. — Senor Montt, 
Chilian minister, culled at the navy depart- 
ment, this morning, and h id a conference 
of nearly an hour with Secretary Tracy. 
Ho then called on Secretary Blaine, at the 
State department, accompanied by Secre- 
tary Tracy. His interview with Mr. 
Blaine was very brief, lasting but 15 
minutes, and its nature could not be 
learned. Secretary Tracy would not say 
anything regarding the conference, but he 
stated there was nothing new or alarming 
in llie Chilian situation. While the nature 
of Senor Monti's visit to the State and 
Navy department could not he ascertained 
it is believed he called to assure Secretary 
Blaine that the investigation of the Valpa- 
raiso tragedy, asked for by this government, 
was being hurried as rapidly as possible, 
and that the report on the matter would be 
mode at the earliest possible moment. All 
the indications here are, that the .matter is 
being quietly and diplomatically handled, 
and no trouble is expooted. 

London, Nov. I. — The Times correspon- 
dent at Valparaiso reports as follows; 
" Evidence gathered from all hands appears 
conclusively to prove that the American 
squadron acted the part of spies for Balmu- 
oiiki, and that, second only to the dictator's, 
the must effect ivu assistance to the opposi- 
tion was rendered by Minister Egan, the 
American squadron and the Washington 
administration, the two latter having pro- 
bably been deceived by Minister E.'an from 
tho first.

other evidence, compels the belief as to the 
accuracy of the charge that Admiral Brown 
imparted tho result of his visit to Quin- 
toros to Balmacedtt's officials. Admiral 
Brown's statement t hat ho took a British 
naval ollicer to Quiuteros is untrue. The 
American cable win cut at [quique, under 
the protection of an American man-of-war, 
to enable Bnlmacedu to control public 
opinion abroad, Upon unproved, it not un- 
founded, charges, Minister Egan, in order 
to cover his unsustainable position, has ad- 
dressed three hostile notes to the Chiliiio 
Government, hoping to create difficulties 
in subsidiary questions, under shelter ol 
which he might escape. The government is 
acting with the greatest prudence, and will 
endeavor to satisfy all just demands of the 
United States, ignoring the insolent atti- 
tude of Egan. Blaine, in partnership with 
Egan, has succeeded in leaving an imperish- 
able landmark in South American history, 
which neither the Pan- American conference 
nor the inter colonial railway can efface." 

The Times this morning says : " Chilians 
would be more or less than human if they 
did not resent Minister Hgun's brow-beat- 
ing lone unless they come to .his assistance 
by a departure fiom tho moderate attitude 
they now maintain. It only remains for 
Blaine to climb down us softly and gently 
as he can. The American people are cer- 
tainly concerned to discover and punish 
those who employed their ships and in- 
fluence in ways which, if not absolutely 
correct, are at least extremely irregular ana 
mischievous. "

ROME, Nov. 2. — An anarchist lender in 
(iouou, named Arduin, has been discovered 
by the police to be a thief as well as an 
agitator. The authorities suspected that he 
was responsible for a certain seditious 
pamphlet, and in searching for copies of tlie 
objectionable document they came upon 
an enormous quantity of stolen Roods of 
various descriptions secreted in the cellar of 
his house. The plunder comprised pro- 
visions, brandy, rum, cloth and numerous 
other valuable articles. 

Fruui Purnell'H (Jmve, 

London, Nov. 1. — Dr. R. K. Ardon has 
suiled from Qucenstown on the Umbria for 
New York, taking with him a largo wreath 
of ivy and laurel from the grave of Parnoll. 
This, with violets and shamrock, gathered 
near Cork, ure sent by the women of Cork 
to be exhibited at the Parnell memorial ser- 
vice, and afterwards presented to Mrs. Par- 
nell, mother of the late Irish leader. 

Famine Stricken. 

Bkrlin, Nov. I. — Advices state that 
350,000 German colonists in the famine- 
stricken districts of the Volga, distributed 
among twenty-nine parishes, are perishing. 
A German committee, formed at Riga, are 
waiting the dilatory assent of the St. 
Petersburg authorities to send relief to the 
colonists under trusty persons. In addition 
to the suffering caused by want of food, the 
Volga district is being ravaged by an epi- 
demic of scurvy and typhoid fever. The 
starving people attack houses and other 
building!, in order to secure n.eans of ob- 
taining food. 

The Japanese Kiirtlitimikr*. 

Boston, Nov. I. — The secretary of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions re- 
ceived a cablegram, this morning, from 
Hiogo, Japan, stating that the missionaries 
were safe. This had reference to the earth- 
quake there. 

London, Nov. 1. — Private dispatches re- 
ceived here from Japan say the loss of life 
by the recent earthquake on the island of 
Hondo and other places is very great. 
Over 2,000 persons were killed and 18,000 
houses desttoyed in the piovinceof Nagoya. 
Five thousand houses were destroyed and a 
number of persons killed at tlifu. The 
towns of Kauo and Kasamatsu are also re- 
ported destroyed, together with fifty miles 
of railroad. It is estimated that the total 
lojs of life may be over 10,000. There 
have been many wrecks about the island of 
.Hondo as a consequence of the disturbance. 

-Why the fiar Ones Slot Visit Prance. 

P.uus, Nov. 1. — Foreign Minister Ribot, 
having urged DeGiers, during his recent 
visit to Madrid, to try to persuade the Czar 
to visit France, was toil! that it was first 
advisable to expel all Russian refugees, and 
it is supposed they are preparing to make a 
clean sweep of them over the Swiss fron- 
tier. 

glnvln Spoils for a I'Jeut. 

London, Nov. 1. — Slavin, the pugilist, 
says that he will accept Sullivan's challenge 
to a fight for the championship of the 
world. He will be ready to start for 
America within a month after the expenses 
are guaranteed. He will be satisfied with 
uny amount of purse that Sullivan can 
arrange. 

Riisftla Vt .cn is nil Her Cereals. 

Paris, Nov. 1. — A tolegram received at 
the Russian embassy announces the is- 
suance of a ukase in Russia prohibiting 
from to day the exportation of all cereals 
excepting wheat. The Russian Govern- 
ment has assigned another 32,000,000 
roubles to the distress fund. 

••The Irish tiunrds." 

London, Nov. 1. — The United Service 
Gazette champions the proposition to create 
a division of the Irish guards on the same 
bjsis as the English and Scotch guards. A 
petition signed by military men, and shortly 
t.o be presented to the Queen, recounts, 
among reasons for the formation of the 
Irish guards, the famous services rendered 
from time to time to Great Britain by Irish 
regiments. One of the most interesting of 
these episodes, and one that will appeal 
peculiarly to Her Majesty, is that of the 
mutiny at Gibraltar in ISOll, when the 
Queen's father, the Duke of Kent, was in 
command of the forces stationed there. All 
depended on the course taken by the 54th 
Irish Regiment, and the mutineers used 
every effort to obtain their co-operation, but 
the Irishmen proved thoroughly loyal. Ry 
the aid of the 54th Regiment the uprising 
was quelled, and the authority of the otlicer 
in command of this important fortress was 
thereby upheld. 

Krlilsli anil I'ortugncite In Africa, 

Paris, Nov. 1. — The Portuguese mail 
boat from East Africa, which has arrived 
at Marseilles, reports a recent collision be- 
tween the British and Portuguese soldiers 
at Lorenzo, Marquis, in which two were 
killed and fifteen injured. 

Botlisehlltls lend Honey to Spain. 

MADRID, Nov. 1. — The Rothschilds will 
renew the Spanish loan of §10,000,1101), and 
will advance 820,000,000 more in gold to 
tin' Bank of Spain. 

A Strnloiilc Conference, 

PARIS, Nov. 1. — Grand Duke Alexander, 
of Oldenburg, chief military expert of 
Russia, is taking part in a strategic confer- 
ence, now proceeding between French and 
Russian officers. 

Cardinal Lavlacrle. 

Paris, Nov. 1.— Cardinal Lavigerie is 
seriously ill at Algiers. The Pope has sent 
his blessing to the cardinal. 

Hrnve Firemen lose their Lives. 

BKRtIN, Nov. I. — An exciting scene was 
witnessed at lictgdorf, a suburb of Ham- 
burg, when the Hotel Schwerin was burned 
and five lives lost. There were many nar- 
row escapes, and the work of the Bremen 



was fidl of danger. A company of negro 
minstrels, who had been playing in Ham- 
burg, was lodged in the upper story of the 
hotel. Three of them found their escape 
cut off. Two firemen volunteered, in the 
face of almost instant death, to go to their 
assistance. Just as the two rescuers bad 
reached the lloor on which the three min- 
strels were hemmed in by the flames, the 
building collapsed and all five were plunged 
into the blazing mass and perished. 

ituynl Residence Destroyed. 

London, Nov. 2. — Early, yesterday 
morning, the top floor of the residence of 
the Prince of Wales was discovered to be on 
fire. An alarm was promptly rung, and an 
hour later the whole upper part of the 
building was in flames, in n few minutes the 
roof collapsing with a tremendous crash. 
The reflection of the flames was visible for 
several niileB around. The second and 
third floors of the building were gutted and 
their contents destroyed. The lower rooms 
were greatly damaged by water. The total 
amount of damage is estimated at £15,000. 
His Royal Highness and family were absent 
at the time. It is supposed that the tire 
was caused by sparks from a flue, which 
smouldered during the night. 

Social 1st OrKiiiil/.nl Inn. 

London, Nov. 1. — The extremists who 
were ejected from the Socialists' Association 
at Erfute have resolved to organize them- 
selves as au independent body. Next Sun- 
day they will meet and draft a programme 
for their party, which will bo styled " The 
Independent Socialists." A journal is to 
be published to advocate their views, which 
will come as near to the doctrine of revolu- 
tion as the leaders may consider safe. 
There is some difference of opinion as to 
who will be the acknowledged head of the 
movement, but Herr Wildbergor is gener- 
ally looked on as the man. All the mem- 
bers are noted for the extreme ardor of 
their hostility to existing institutions. 
Meantime the leaders of the social demo- 
cracy proper, who retain the unanimous 
socialist support, denounce the new faction 
as anarchists in disguise, and make no 
scruple of saying that they are dangerous, 
not only to socialism, but to the best in- 
terests of Germany. The moderation of 
the social democracy is construed by many 
as indicating that the party is fast becoming 
a centre of popular energy, irrespective of 
the peculiar socialistic principles on which 
it was founded. 

Minister Egnn to be Removed. 

New York, Oct. 31.— The Post says: A 
gentleman in this city, who was informed, 
yesterday, of the demand of Chili for the 
recall of Minister Egan, says he received, 
to-day, an authoritative despatch from 
Washington announcing that Mr. Blaine 
has promised Senor Moutt that the United 
States legation would be put in charge of 
its secretary, next Monday. This is said to 
he not on account of the Baltimore episode, 
but on the demand of the Chilian Govern- 
ment for refusing to notify his Government 
of Mont t's appointment as minister of the 
Junta to the United States. A Herald's 
special cablegram from Santiago, says thir- 
teen military officers, who served under 
Balmaceda, intend crossing into the Argen- 
tine Republic to join their troops. The loss 
will be felt by Chili, as they are all ex- 
perienced ofucers. 

Minister Kgan no! yet Uncalled. 

New York, Oct. 31. — A special to the 
Mail and Express from Washington says : 
" The Cabinet meeting, yesterday, was con- 
ducted with great secrecy, but I am told 
that a sensation was caused by the remarks 
of President Harrison. Ho took up the 
entire question of the Chilian difficulty 
and said that he considered the conduct ot 
the junta as utterly indefensible, without 
excuse and insulting to the last degree. 
He insisted and heartily supported 
Secretary Blaine, and urged on the other 
members of the Cabinet an immediate con- 
clusion of the negotiations. He laid 
before the Cabinet Chili's demand for the 
recall of Minister Egan as a condition pre- 
cedent to a successful conclusion anil settle- 
ment of the difficulty. The result of the 
meeting was the framing of a cablegram, 
which was the united work of the President 
and Secretary Blaine, which instructed Min- 
ister Egan to insist upon an immediate and 
prompt reply to the last note, and to say to 
the Chilian authorities that a policy of delay 
would be looked upon as a policy of prevari- 
cation, and would not be tolerated. 
The fact that Minister Kgun reports 
no subsidence of the anti-American 
feeling in Chili was made known 
and evidently had an effect on the Cabinet. 
This was intensified, later in the day, when 
Senor Montt, during a conference with Mr. 
Blaine, again presented a request from the 
Junta for Minister Egan's removal. When 
Senor Montt learned of the decisive action 
of the Cabinet, be assured Mr. Blaine, so I 
am told, that his Government labored un- 
der a misapprehension, anil be begged that 
the message prepared for transmission to 
Minister Egan be delayed until communica- 
tions could be established with the Junta. 



ARRIVAL OF THE DANUBE. 

Passenger List -Her Cargo— A Chinaman 
Killed on Hoard. 

The steamer Danube, Capt. Meyers, 
arrived from the North on Sunday morn- 
ing with 17,300 cases of salmon, below her 
upper deck, of which .'(,700 cases were from 
the Inverness cannery, 9,300 from Balmoral 
and -J.HOO from the North. She also had 
several passengers on board, among whom 
were G. I 1 '. Slater, Rev. Tomlinson, W. I!. 
Skillnm, H. Grant, R. McLeod, A. S. Go- 
ing and E. Booth. 

While the Danube was loading salmon at 
the Balmoral cannery, a week ago yester- 
day, a Chinaman who hud been employed 
on the boat tor about three months as a 
mess boy was killed, lie was passing from 
aft to forward of the vessel when the sling 
with about 17 cases of salmon in it struck 
him and knocked him into the hold of the 
boat. He fell almost a distance of .'!() feet 
and broke his neck. He died soon after.

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THE ROYAL COMMISSION 



Holds Its First Meotins: to Arrange 
the Method of Pro- 
ceeding- 

Both Parties to Have Time to Pre- 
pare Statements of the 
Case. 



The first sitting of the Royal Commis- 
sion appointed to inquire into the manage- 
ment of the municipal affairs by the alder- 
mania hoard of the City of Victoria was 
held, yesterday afternoon, in the Supreme 
Court room. For the petitioners who had 
as>ked for tho commission, Mr. B. V. Bod- 
well and Hon. Theodore Davie, attorney - 
geueral, appeared, while the Council was 
represented by Messrs. Eherta & Taylor and 
Hon. A. N. Richards, Q. C. Mr. F. G. 
Walker was present in the interest of a cer- 
tain third party. Tlie court-room contained 
an audience of twenty or thirty, among the 
well-known citizens attending being Alder- 
men Renouf, Holland and Munn, and 
Messrs. 15. W. Pearso, Roderick Finkyeon, 
W. Ham ley, Win. Wilson, Hon. Robert 
ISeavcn, A. J. Langley, J. C. Devlin, P. 
Hickey and J. B. Lovell. 

The secretary, Mr. C. J. Moore, read the 
commission, thus formally opening the pro- 
ceedings, the document reading as below :

WHEREAS, by tho "Municipal Act, 1891," it. is 
among other thing, provided that it shu'l he 
lawful for the Lieutcnant-Governor-in-Council. 
nt any time, to cauuo ull enquiry to lie made in- 
to or concerning the good government of any 
municipality, or into tho conduct ot any part 
to tho| public business thereof, or tlio adminis- 
tration Of justice therein, mid that fur the pur- 
pose of such enquiry the provisions of the 
"Public Enquiries Act" shall apply ; 

And whereas, communications have been re- 
ceived by His Honour, tho Lioutonant-Gover- 
noi-in-Council, signed by several of the rate- 
payers o! tho City or Victoria, stating that they 
nave reason to believe that great extra vagance 
exists in connection witli the transactions of 
the Municipal Council, of tho City of Victoria ; 
that the annual expenditure of the said city is 
not kept within tlio annual revenue; that por- 
tion* of tlio proceeds of loans, raised under the 
authority of by-laws for specillc objects, have 
been used by tlio Corporation to pay debts in- 
curred befor; the by-laws were approved by 
tho voters of tho city ; that such toaiis have 
not. in every instance, been expended as the 
bylaws nath rizing them required; Unit 
moneys hnvo boon voted and spent by the 
Municipal Council for other purposes than 
those sanctioned by tho Municipal Acts; 
that in consequence of the Corpor- 
ation having diverted moneys re- 
ceived from tho sale of Cemetery lots 
to other than ceinetorj purposes, tho sum of 
$10.00(1 paid for cemetery extension is liable to 
forfeiture, as the Corporation cannot complete 
the purchase of tho cemetert lands required to 
make good what has boon sold ; that the whole 
case oi mo JoUnaon street sewer requires in- 
vestigation, ns another sower is about being 
built alonus do of it; that grave irregularities 
wcro connected with tho lotting of the contract 
for tho sewerage of tho city of Vietoria, and 
that enquiries should be made as to whether 
the mayor or any o, tho city aldermen were in 
any way interested in any of tho tenders for 
the sewer or any other conttacts, or in matters 
involving payments by the Corporation ; that 
ihu taxation of the city amounts to over $15 
per head or the population within its boundary, 
and is yearly increasing, besides I hut from 
Provincial and Federal, thus discouraging 
settlement ; and that under the head of wages 
and donations in the nccounts of the year 181K), 
the largo sum of ?'22,7'J7 appears, exclusive of 
salaries and water works. 

And whereas, by an Order-in-Council of His 
Honor tho Liouteiisnt Governor it is directed 
that an enquiry bo made into the matters here 
inbeforo referred to, and into any other matter 
touching the government of the city of Victoria 
which the persons commissioned to hold that 
inquiry may see fit to enquire into, and whit ' 
may be brought before th, in by any ratepaye: 

Now know ye that rep .sine especial trust in 
your loyalty, integrity and anility, we do here- 
by comer upon you. tho said sir Matthew 
Balllio Begbic and Montague William 
Tyrwhltt Drake jointly and each of 
you separately the power of making 
enquiry into till and every of tho mat- 
ters aforesaid, together with the power of sum 
nioning before you, or either of yon, any party 
or w itnessos, and of requiring them to give 
evidence on oath orally, or in writing, or on 
so:emn affirmation (if they bo parties 
entitled to nlllirm In civil matters) 
and to produco such documents and things as 
you or either of you maydeem requisite to the 
full investigation of the matters aion said, and 
we empower and direct you the said commis- 
sioners or either of you to report the facts 
found by you in writing to Our Lieutenant 
Governor of Our said Province of British Col 
umbia immediately or us soon as convenient!! 
may bo, nfier you shall have concluded sucl 
enquiry together with the views which you or 
either of you may hav» formed in relation to 
the matters aforesaid as a result of said ei 
quiry, anil that you do and perform all thos 
matters and things in about the taking of th 
eaid enquiry as by law in that behalf you ui 
it . thoi izett to do. 

In Testimony (Whereof, We have caused 
these Our Letters to bo mode Patent and th 
Great Seal of the Province of British Columbia 
to bo hereunto alii xed: Witness the Honour 
able Hugh Nelson Lieutenant Governor of Uiii 
said Province of British Columbia, in Our said 
City of Victoria, this 17th ''ny of October in 
the year of Lord, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-one, .and In the fifty-fifth year of 
Our reign. Uy command, 

Jno. Roiikon. 
Provincial Secretary. 

The Chief Justice announced that the 
commission having been read, he and his 
colleague would at onco proceed to carry 
out its instructions. Certain ullega 
Hons hud been mude in the petition ad 
dressed to the government, and the com 
missi' ncis proposed to allow the petitioners 
a short space— a few days — in whicl 
formulute their charges and slate them 
clearly. Then the parties incriminated, 
rather, licensed, should have a certain 
reasonable time in which to prepare their 
defence. The petitioners would probably 
be allowed till Friday to get their charges 
in order, with liberty, of eottrse, to present 
any fresh matters that might come to their 
knowledge during the sitting of the com- 
mission. Then eight or ten days were due 
the defendants to prepare their reply. At 
the next meeting of the commission they 
would cull upon the petitioners to support 
their charges one l>y one, and the muni- 
cipality to defend themselves. 

Mr. Bodwcll— 1 have the honor of ap- 
pearing in behulf of the petitioners. In- 
lormulatmg our churges must we confine 
ourselves to those contained in the com- 
mission ? 

The Chief Justice replied in the negative. 

Hon. Mr. Richards suggested that future 
meetings of the commission be he-Id in the 
Corporal kn buildings ; the officers and 
books wWld then be convenient nt all 
times 

The Chief Justice— Wo have thought of 
that; but are convinced of the inconveni- 
ence of holding our sessions anywhere but 
on neutral ground. 

Continuing, his lordship announced that 
on Friday a copy of the charges must be 
delivered to Mr. Taylor, representing the 
city; on Monday week, the Kith, the reply 
must be delivered; and on Wednesday 
the 18th, the Commission will again sit 
to investigate the complaints. Once having 
commenced work, the intention of the com 
missioriera was to sit every day, and go 
right ahead. The c >Ht s of the commission.

Status of Tliaddeus s 
Harper.

The case of Harper vs. Caiueion was 
continued, yesterday, and the coutt room 
was as well lilted as it has been since the be. 
ginning of this suit. Hurper is in court 
every day. and listens with marked atten- 
tion to the evidence of each witness put in 
the box. When "the rich widow" wti» 
mentioned, yesterday, he laughed heartily, 
and appeared to take in the joke, but us the 
Horsefly mine was bning sounded he showctl 
a decided interest in the subject. 

Dr. McLean, Yale, was examined as to 
the effect of the accident upon Harper. 
After the accident Harper acquired more 
flesh, and became physically stronger, bub 
was mentally weaker. He was now in- 
capable of reasoning, and rambled a gootl 
deal in his conversation. He had tlie idea 
that be was about to realize a fortune by 
the Horsefly mine, and also that he war* 
about to marry a wealthy widow. When 
he conceived the idea that he was about to 
be married he consulted witness as to 
whether his mental derangement would be 
transmitted to any children he might have. 

Dr. Helmcken was next examined. He 
saw Harper in St. Joseph's Hospital after 
the accident. He was then inaane, and 
witnea? did not believe he hud yet tjuite re- 
covered. When first witness met Harper, 
before the accident, he was a very reserved 
man, who seemed to think well before 
Bpeaking. Since then, after the accident, 
he had become quite garrulous. A brother 
of Harper's had been treated for insanity 
by witness ; but he did not know that ic 
was hereditary in tho family. 

Thomas Barton deposed that he hud been 
foreman for Harper over the Horsefly mine- 
In the fall of 1887 he left, in consequence of 
Hurper's interference with him. This was 
after tho accident. Hurper sent him up a 
number of Chinamen, when he did not want 
them, and insisted that the mine should be 
worked so as to make a big profit. The 
mine did not pay. 

Dr. Hanniugton was examined as to the 
sanity of the plaintiff. He hud seen Harper 
after the accident, and believed that he wus 
mentally affected. He did not think him 
capable of transacting business affairs in- 
telligently. 

J. C. Devlin deposed that he had been a 
miner at Lightning Creek, and knew the 
various claims there. He was shown a map 
of the district, and proceeded to explain it. 
He had worked on the Victoria claim for 
about two or three months. He left Light- 
ning Creek in 1875 or 1876, wdien the Vic- 
toria and Vancouver cldims were being 
worketl. Numerous shafts had been put 
down in the district, some of which paid 
well, whilst others were abandoned ns un- 
profitable. From GO fret to 80 feet was 
about the average depth of the shaft, ami 
they were not sunk deeper because it would 
not pay. He had known Harper be- 
fore the accident for about '20 
years. After the accident Harper 
did not appear to be in his proper senses,, 
and used to talk foolishly. He spoke of 
millions of dollars in goltl which he was to 
get from the Horsefly mine ; but this was 
never realized. 

William F. Anderson, of SnoW Shoe, Car- 
iboo, deposeel that he had known Lightning 
Creek since 1S65, and hail seen it five weeks 
ago. He was interested in the Costello 
mine, which he had sold. Several claims in 
the district bad long since been worked out 
and abandoned. About $70,000 was put in 
the Gladstone claim but nothing had bten 
made out of it. He did Dot think it a feasi- 
ble plan to drain the ground by tunnel as 
proposed by Mr. Harper. From his know- 
ledge of the ground, he did not think there 
was any gold there. He put no value what- 
ever on the claim held by Harper. 

The Court adjourned until this morning,

of capable men who understand their work 
and take a pride in doing it well. " Before 
municipal government can be set right," he 
says, " municipal service must be made a 
life career for intelligent and 8olf-respecting 
young Americana ; that is, it must be at- 
tractive to well brained young men who 
enter it— us they enter any other profession 
or business —meaning to stay in it, learn it 
thoroughly, and win advancement in it by 
fidelity and ability." With a permanent 
staff of such officials I o depend on, tho work 
of tho cily councillors would be made com- 
paratively simple and easy, and would bo 
productive of infinitely better results than 
can be attained under the present rude and 
clumsy systems of city government. 



.!/ UN1GIPA L REFORM. 

The subject of Municipal Reform is occu- 
pying the attention of the people of the 
United States. The cities of the Great 
Republic are not well governed. The 
people do not get the comforts and the con- 
veniences they require, their municipal 
officials are not efficient, and much of the 
money raised as taxe3 from the citizen's 
goes goodness kno ws where. The want of 
good ci'y government is so pressing and so 
generally felt, that thoughtful and able 
men, in the United States, arc trying to 
find a remedy for municipal mismanage- 
ment. The Forum for October, and the 
the North American Review for November, 
contain able and interesting articles on 
this very important subject. 

.Speaking o[ taxation, ubout which almost 
every one in every city thinks that ho 
knows a great deal, Professor Eliot, in the 
Forum, snys : 

"In the first place, the incidence of taxes 
is one of the most difficult subjects in poli- 
tical economy, and very few American 
legislators know anything about it. More 
than that, very few Americans, in any pro- 
fession or walk of life, know anything about 
il. The colleges and universities of the 
country are greatly to blame for this condi- 
tion of things. They never began to teach 
political science in any serious way till 
about twenty years ago. The generation of 
men now in iheir prime either never studied 
any political economy at all, or studied it 
in ono small text hook for a few hours i 
week for perhaps half a year at school or 
college, or they picked up a few notions 
about it in the intervals of professional or 
business occupation after they had entered 
upon their li!e work. The number of living 
Americans who have any thorough and sys- 
tematic knowledge of the principles of 
political economy, including the incidence 
of taxes, is absolutely insignificant ; and 
these few are mostly eitiier professors or 
business men who have been also life-long 
students. The average business man and 
tho average professional man have never 
given any attention to the science, except, 
perhaps, to some little part of it, like the 
doctrine of protect ion, which has tempo- 
rarily had some political interest.'' 

Professor Eliot wouhl be surprised to find, 
iu every town and village in tho United 
titatcs and Canada, men who would under- 
take, at a moment's notice, to give him les- 
sons on the principles of political economy 
and tho incidence of taxation. They 
would show him how very far 
.astray in regarding the subject 

a difficult one, and in saying that there are 
few on this continent who have mastered it. 
These gentlemen have found a royal road to 
Che knowledge of political economy which 
Adam Smith, C. W. Eliot and other old 
i'ogie3 could never discover. 

But taxation is not the only subject con- 
nected with the government of municipali- 
ties which, in Professor Eliot's opinion, re- 
quires great skill and special training to deal 
with elliciently. He has a word to say 
.About streets and other public works, which 
every intelligent householder would do well 
to consider carefully. lie says : 

" I turn next to the ca30 of highways, in- 
cluding paving, lighting, and cleaning. It 
is unnecessary to dilate upon the intelligence 
and skill which are needed in modern cities 
for the right conduct of this department ot 
public work. Tho services of engineers of 
the highest intelligence and skill, and of the 
highest professional honor and business 
■capacity, are constantly requisite. In the 
great European capitals, these departments 
of miinisipal service are admirably managed 
by men trained in schools long famous, es- 
pecially for the planning and direction of 
such public works, and kept in service, liko 
offioera of tho army and navy, 
during good behaviour and efficiency. 
There is not a capital in Europe, I had 
almost said there is not even a small city, 
which does not Immeasurably excel in the 
^aro of its highways, the best governed of 
American cities." 

Hero wo have what Professor Eliot con- 
siders the first essential of municipal reform. 
In every service in which special knowledge 
and training are required, the best men pro- 
curable should ho employed and their posi- 
tions should bo permanent. Water supply, 
.-sowers, unitary arrangements, u« well as 
.highways, should bp under the supervision 



THE DISPOSITION OF THE 
BOODLE. 

The Royal Commission to enquire into 
e way in which the subsidy voted by the 
Quebec L> gislature to aid the Bale des 
Chaleurs Railroad was expended, is doing 
iis work well, it was finding out from 
members of the Government, from civil ser- 
vants, from bank officials and others how 
the money was spent, an 1 Mr. Paeaud saw 
that it was bad policy to be silent any 
longer, so he offered to go on tho witness 
stand and tell the Commission how he got 
the hundred thousand dollars and what lie 
did with it. Mr. Paeaud is a 1'ory clever 
man, and he told an exceedingly plausible 
and well connected story. His theory is 
that the money which Armstrong gave him 
was his own, to do with exactly as he 
liked, und that no one is responsible for the 
disposition which he made of it hut him- 
self, lint the use to which he put this 
money does not altogether agree with this 
very convenient theory. A man who gets a 
windfall, such as this hundred thousand 
dollars wits to Mr. Paeaud, doe3 not gener- 
ally spend it in taking up the notes of his 
political friends and in meeting the obliga- 
tions contracted by the political party to 
which he happens to belong. He generally 
leaves the politicians to manage their own 
affairs and to pay their own debts, and 
devotes the whole, or nearly the whole, of 
the money to his own personal use. The 
money is his own, and what he spends of it 
he spends on himself and his family, and he 
puts the residue safely by for future use in 
the same way. Rut Mr. Paeaud mokes a 
very different disposition of the large sum 
be obtained from Mr. Armstrong for his in- 
fluence with the Government in procuring 
the settlement of that railway mini's chi'in. 
We tako from the Montreal Gazette, of the 
26th ult., the following account of what 
Mr. Paeaud did with the 5100,000 allow- 
ance bring made for unimportant oversights

It 
is not, by any means, likely. The abovo 
account shows very clearly that the money 
was regarded as party property, and that 
Mr. Paeaud felt that he was not the only 
person who had an interest iu it, Thcro 
are very few politicians so generous as to 
scatter their earnings among their political 



friends with such a lavish hand as Mr. 
Paeaud scattered this ono hundred thousand 
dollars. 



SENSATION MONGERS. 

The American news caterer is altogether 
too fond of sensation. He is not satisfied 
to state the plain truth ill a plain way. Tho 
plain truth is altogether too plain for bitn. 
He must add to it and ornament it, iu order 
both to magnify his office and, as he thinks, 
to suit the popular taste and meet the popu- 
lar demand. He has been doing this so 
long und so audaciously that tho judicious 
render of the newspapers has much diffi- 
culty in deciding what credit to attach to 
any item of telegraphic news that comes 
from nu American source. The modicum 
of truth that underlies the sensational 
statement, it is sometimes impossible to 
discover. 

The fa vol ite topic of the sensationalists, 
just now, is Chili, According to them, 
there will be war between Chili and the 
United .States, in a week or two. The 
Chilians aro angry and violent, and are 
ready to tight al a moment's warning, and 
the United Slates is indignant, and is pre- 
paring lo give the cheeky South American 
Republic a good thrashing. It is very 
seldom that nations take leave of their 
senses altogether, und the thoughtful 
aid intelligent newspaper reader 
feels quite certain that there Is hardly 
a possibility of Chili und the United States 
being so foolish and so blind to their tine 
interests as to light about what is, after all, 
a trifling matter. He knows that whatever 
may be the misunderstanding just now be- 
tween the two nations it will be cleared away 
by the usual methods iu a very few weeks. 
The Chileans know that they cannot do in- 
jury to foreigners without making due re- 
paration, and the Government of the United 
States u ill not resort to force until tho 
Chileans refuse, point blank, to give them 
the reasonable satisfaction they demand. 
If the news caterers possessed only a moder- 
ate share of common sense they would place 
a curb on their imagination and not give 
their statements so fanciful a form that 
sensible people must reject them with elis- 
gust. This nuisance of sensationalism is be- 
coming intolerable, and is doing the news- 
papers any amount of harm. People are 
beginning to lose faith in what they see in 
the telegraphic columns of the American 
press.

His little daughter finds him in 
the act, and a very pathetic scene follows, 
the wholo ending in explanations and his 
death by some unknown means. Mr. 
Grismer is cut out for this part, which he 
portrays with interest and ability. Miss 
Davies, as his wife, is always sweetly in- 
teresting, and little Laura Crews is an 
innocent little divinity as the child of 
this poorly matched pair. Paul 
Benton, the stylish editor, is well repre- 
sented in Mr. Edgar Weir, and Mr. Scott 
Cooper is a good retired merchant. Mr. 
Arthur Livingston deserved the loud and 
frequent plaudits he received in the role of 
the young lawyer, which he acted to a 
degree bordering nearly on life. On the 
whole, the company is well adapted to the 
piece and the piece to the company, who 
secured an undoubted success.

Heat lien Worship. 

Captain Cruikshank of the English 
army told a story about idolatry in 
India lately, says an exchange. It 
seems, he says, as if there were more 
idols than people in India. They are 
made of st, me, metal or wood, and you 
can sec them under every shade tree. 

It is like reading a chapter from the 
[lible to walk about some of the groves. 
A few i d the temples are made of solid 
marble and gold. 

The custom of worship is amusing''. 
The devout Indian, on reaching the 
temple, first rings a bell. That is to 
notify the god that he is on band to do 
business. After that ceremony the 
worshiper repeats bis prayers, and then 
deposits bis offerings. These consist of 
rice, grain and cloth. They are after- 
ward pul into the holy cart and sold. 

The priests have no trouble in selling 
them, fur the holy food is always quoted 
high. Twenty loads of lady food can 
be sold in the time it takes to dispose 
of a cargo that lias nut been tu the 
temple. 

The ceremony of putting the gods tu 
sleep would make a saint laugh. The 
worshipers assemble in the temple and 
blow on horns, yelling' and shouting' at 
the top of their voices. This resembles 
an American Indian war-dance, and it 
is kept up all night lung. 

Other ceremonies are as strange, and 
the work of civilization dues nut, pro- 
gress rapidly. Buddhism did mure than 
anything else to'reforin idolatry, but 
the people have drifted back into the 
same old habits. 

An advance sect with high morals has 
been founded, but it will do but little if 
any good. 

Emperor William's llody Guurcl* 

The personal body guard of the em- 
peror of (iennany, members ol which 
accompany him on his rides and excur- 
sions, ('(insists of fifteen stalwart young- 
foresters, all of whom have been trained 
under officials in the royal forests. 
After serving their three years in the 
army they are "picked" by a court 
marshal and personally presented to 
the emperor, who selects those that 
seem fittest to be his personal attend- 
ants. The rule is that after a term of 
service from nine to twelve years they 
are allowed to retire, when a position 
as forester is given them in the royal 
forests. The yoke of service rests 
lightly on the body guards, for they are 
on duty only every fifth day, and for 
this they receive a payment of twelve 
pounds and ten shillings, a truly mag- 
nificent salary as compared with the 
wages of some of the officials and do- 
mestics at the imperial palace.

Redmond Ready to Fifrlit Dr. Tanner 
— Healy Says the Parnellites 
are Cowards. 



LIVELY TIMES IN CORK. 

Cork, Nov. 1.— The town was kept lively 
to-day by the activity of the political fac- 
tions, but there was less disorder than on 
most of the previous days of the campaign, 
Several melees took place, and the police 
had their hands full in guarding the numer- 
ous meetings that were held. The principal 
anti-Purnellite meeting, addressed by Mr. 
O'Brien, was attacked by a strong force of 
Parnellites, in spite of the presence of a 
large police guard. A mutual exchange of 
"courtesies, in the shape of stones and other 
missiles, was kept up by iiho members of 
'the opposing parlies, but it was noticeable 
that so far us possible the ccrnbataiita avoided 
liitting the officers of the law. 

The two faotions had a serious struggle, 
to-d iy, outside of the town, where there 
-were no -police to interfere. The Parnell- 
ites came out ahead. In 'the struggle houses 
were wrecked and many persons injured 
and a good deal of bteod shed, although no 
fatalities aire reported. Dozens of broken 
heads are being mended at the hospital, to 
night, but bo far as reported no more seri 
ous results df the day's hostilities ocourred 
A noticc&ble feature of the day was the ah 
seuce of political harangues from thc-Catho 
lie pulpits. Hardly a, priest referred to the 
campaign. It is Stated that this wos duo to 
the intervention of Messrs. O'Brien and 
Dillon, who urged the priests to - drop the 
political features from their exhortations, 
owing to the growth of public feeling 
against what is coming to be looked on as u 
i;rave scandal And threatens to prove a 
boomerang for the anti-l'arncllites. 

REDMOND lOHAIiLESGKS DR. TANNER. 

William Redmond announced at a meet 
ing, to-day, that he had challenged Dr. 
Tanner to right, but that he had declined. 

Ill ALY ON HIS UI7SCJ.E. 

London, Nov. 1. — In an address at Long 
ford, to-day, Timothy Hoaly accused th< 
Parnellites of cowardice. The Parnellites, 
he said, talked of English dictation and re- 
sorted to dynamite. He imputed to tin 
Parnellites the dynamite explosion in Glas 
gow, some time ago. He cendemned what 
they called " the alliance of the Parnellites 
with Mrs. O'Shea," and said he was as 
tonished that they should unite with an 
English prostitute who had ruined a mem- 
ber of parliament. He also said he did not 
refer to the unhappy woman, meaning Par 
nell's sister, whom the Dublin wire-pullers 
had induced to write to Paris.

" The fur seals never will be extermin- 
ated. They may and have been driven 
from their rookeries, but the.y !h?ive found 
others, and if they are beiny driven from 
the PribilofT islands, as is nggftrted, I I ,re- 
diet that when the whole jale Wtchories aro 
stopped and the stench (jf mhe rotting car- 
casses no longer pollute tfce atmosphere of 
St. Paul's and St. G eorj^s rookeries, the 
seals will return to t'neirold haunts as they 
are now returning to their former rookeries 
at Cape Horn and other places in the South 
Pacific. In all the preceding years of the 
history of the sealing on the Pribiloff 
islands, the cap tains of the revenue cutters 
iave not been required to make specific re- 
ports on their observations of fur seals off 
the rookeries, and any voluntary state- 
ments they may have made were either 
pigeon-holed or not considered good form, 
bonce We have no knowledge of any such re- 
ports. Tijis season, however, tho captains 
have been, required to make reports on thair 
observations of fur seals and their habits off 
ai the rijokeries, and their testimony, added 
to the reports of the commissioners, will 
furnish, much interesting information which 
liaa hi'Jierto been suppressed. 

" If the government will prohibit the 
killing of fur seals on the Pril.ilof Islands 
and in Behring Sea during the breeding 
season, an r i will encourage our fishermen as 
they are encouraged on the Atlantic, the 
seals will not be driven off nor tho market 
overstocked, and, better than all, encour- 
agement will be given to the development 
of our fisheries by furnishing a motive for a 
fishing fleet to congregate on Puget Sound, 
and by the products of tboir labors to en- 
rich our state. If such a coarse is pursued 
one will hear no more of American vessels 
being driven under tho British Bag .for .pro- 
tection from the United States Government, 
which should protect them. Our govern- 
ment is very jealous of injuries and insults 
put upon our citizens by foreign nations, 
but not a word ia said of the injuries and 
losses our citiiens have incurred by our own 
government in sustaining and protecting a 
monopoly on die seal islands. It is a dis- 
graceful partnership between the .United 
States and these monopolists, which should 
be dissolved. It is an old adage that ' when 
thieves fall out honest men get their dues,' 
and I hope that the present feud between 
the two rival companies may bring Cougress 
tt> a clear understanding of this mutter, 
and our fishermen ullowed the same privi- 
leges and encouragement that they have in 
the North Atlantic.

DUTIABLE PACKAGES, 

Friction between the Custom House and Post 
OHice Authorities. 

For some days past many people have 
been put to considerable inconvenience 
owing to the fact that dutiable packages 
that have arrived here through the mail 
have not been delivered. A reporter visited 
Mr. Milne at the Custom House on the sub 
ject yesterday, who made the following 
statement: 

"A couple of weeks ago I received an 
intimation from the post office authorities 
here that they would shortly put a stop to 
the present practioe cf sending down to the 
custom house dutiable packages that came 
through the mails, and intimated that m 
must remove them ourselves. The arrange 
ment existing between the two departments 
up to the present haB been that at 9 o'clock 
every evi ning one of our clerks should go 
to the post office and get out the dutiable 
pnekages that had arrived there the pre 
vious evening, from the undutiable ones, 
such as magazines, newspapers, etc. Then 
the post office transferred these dutiabl 
goods to the custom house, where they 
were properly receipted for, and immedi- 
ately on receipt we sent out curds inti 
mating to the various people to whom tin 
goods were addressed that they were uwait 
ing delivery at our office. 

On hearing that the post office people in 
tended toalterthts custom, Iatonce informed 
them, by letter, that, in order not to (neon 
venience the public ut all, I was willing to 
make an immediate test of the matter by 
asking the Ottawa authorities if they would 
allow things to go on in the old way until 
we had some final settlement. Accordingly, 
I at once wrote to Ottawa for instructions, 
and things went on us usual until a few days 
ago, when our clerk, who went to the post 
office, wus informed there thut he would 
have to receipt for the goods on the spot, 
and take them down to the Custom House 
with him, in some kind of a vehicle. The 
clerk then applied to me for instructions in 
the matter, aud I immediately objected to 
allowing a servant of my department to run 
the risk of transferring vahuble parcels, of 
all kinds, from the Post Oliice to the Cus- 
tom House. My principal reason for doing 
this was, firstly, that it was beyond all pre- 
cedent; secondly, because I have as yrt re- 
ceived no new instructions, whatever, on 
the mutter ; and thirdly, because it is dis- 
tinctly laid down in the rules of our depart- 
ment that we shall accept no risks 
whatever for dutiable goods of 
any description, until they are 
delivered here in this office. In the trans- 
ferring of dutiable packages the post office 
Stands in thn position of a public carrier, 
and it is their duty to deliver anything of 
this description to us. it is not reasonable 
to suppose, looking at the matter in a 
purely business light, that we are going to 
sign a receipt for stuff before it reaches us. 
The post office authorities want in to make 
a clerk responsible for these goods, and ex- 
pect him to run the risk of the loss of any 
of them in their transit from there to here. 
Their letters to me say that they have now 
received instructions from Ottawa justify- 
ing their conduct. I am very sorry that 
the public is inconvenienced by the matter, 
but I don't think the fault lies with my de- 
partment. I only wish to do what we have 
always done, and I cannot fly in the face of 
government instructions by acting differ- 
ent to what I am doing, until these in- 
structions are altered from Ottawa."

The Cabin lo Hawaii. 

San Francisco, Nov. 2.— The U. S. Fish 
Commissioners' steamer, Albatross, will 
leave, next Wednesday, to survey the route 
for the proposed cable between the United 
States and Hawaii. Already 840 miles of 
route have been surveyed, but one hundred 
miles of it were found very uneven, so an- 
other survey will be held to see if a butter 
route cannot be found. Work is being done 
carefully and systematically. If no great 
difficulties be met with the survey will be 
completed in three weeks. 

Admiral Itrovtiic's Instructions. 

Washington, Nov. 2.— Secretary Tracey, 
this evening made public the instructions 
sent last spring to Admiral Brown, com- 
manding the Pacific Squadron at the begin- 
ning of the Chilian disturbance. " These 
instructions," Secretary Tracy says, " have 
been rigorously adhered to throughout. In 
no single instance have they been departed 
from. They prove conclusively that the 
charges of partiality, made by the English 
newspapers, are untruths, and that they 
have been invented in order to prejudice 
the Chilians against the United States for 
commercial purposes." 

Extensive Fire In Missouri. 

St. Louis, Nov. 2. — The most disastrous 
fire ever known has been raging in the 
western part fif this county for three days. 
Unless rain intervenes the damage will be 
enormous. Already thousands of dollars 
worth of property have been destroyed. 
The lire originated on the farm of Thomas 
Nichols, on Thursday last, near Glencoe, 
and is .spreading with lightning rapidity. 
Mr. Nicbol's homestead was burned 
with a number of others, and thous- 
ands of asres of wheat. In many 
places houses, barns and stock were 
only saved by plowing up the crops. Be- 
tween Glencoe and Eureka, a large amount 
of valuable timber has been consumed. The 
fire was still burning in that direction at a 
late hour, last night. 

Admiral llrort u s Proclamation. 

Washington, Nov. 2 — The following 
is the proclamation of neutrality issued by 
Admiral Brown, U.S.S. Pensacola : 

Talcuhuano, Feb. 22, 1891. 

The commander-in-chief cautions and en- 
joins the officers and enlisted men of the 
United States naval force on the west 
coast of South America, to abstain from 
discussing or criticising the present unfor- 
tunate state of affairs in Chili, and in no 
way to express their sentiments or opinions 
either favorable or unfavorable to cither 
side. While it becomes our duty 
to maintain the strictest neutrality, 
in all our relations, it is also to our interests 
and to the credit of the service and our gov- 
ernment to refrain from any expressions 
that can possibly be construed as an, offence 
by either party. Officers and enlisted men 
are therefore ordered to he most guarded 
and careful ill their conversations in 
relation to the condition of affairs in that 
country, with any person outside of the 
U. S. Navy. (Signed) W. H. McCann, 
Rear Admiral U. S. Naval Force, South 
Pacific stations.
